A resolution adopted a t a special 
m eeting of th e G ettysburg b attle­ 
field guides’ association lust T h u rs­ 
day has been m ade public following 
th eir presentation to Jam es R. Mc- 
Conaghie, su p erin ten d en t of the n a ­ 
tional park here. 
A fter a pream ble containing 17 
reasons 
for 
th e ir 
altitude, 
the 
guides concluded th a t "In our opin­ 
ion the public should in* encouraged 
to take a licensed battlefield guide 
a t G ettysburg ra th e r th a n be e n ­ 
couraged not to take one.” 
They 
fu rth er express opposition to "the 
erection of wooden directional signs 
on th e battlefield and any other 
wooden signs in th e future ” 
T he 
sam e resolution gives approval to 
th e placing of proper traffic regu­ 
lating signs “to assist in th e orderly 
and safe conduct of visitors over the 
field.” 
S u p erintendent M cConaghie told 
a 
reporter 
for 
T he 
G ettysburg 
Tim es th a t he had rpad th e resolu­ 
tions but has not m ade a careful 
study of th eir contents. 
He stated 
th a t th e papers subm itted by the 
guides will be tu rn ed over by him 
to higher officials in th e national 
park service. 
In the pream ble, th e guides point 
out th a t the n atio n al m ilitary park 
was laid out by survivors of the b at­ 
tle and th a t tile association believes 
th e erection of th e wooden signs 
would not have been approved by 
those m en. 
Most visitors to th e field have on­ 
ly a lim ited tim e to spend here, th e 
guides say, and th a t th e only way 
to understand how th e b attle was 
fought is w ith a guide who can re­ 
late th e “story of th e heroism and 
gallantry of th e brave m en who 
fought and died here . . . . with 
words th a t wiil instill in th e visitor 
a greater love of country and a 
g reater appreciation of tile sacri­ 
fices these m en have m ade." 
It is stated th a t about 80 per cent 
of the people visiting th e field w ith­ 
out a guide and spending m ore th an 
two hours in th e ir trip wrere "disap­ 
pointed by th e arrow service point­ 
ing out tile B attlefield Route,*” 
W ith its m ore th a n 1,400 m onu­ 
m ents and m arkers, th e battlefield 
here is listed as "th e best m arked 
battlefield in th e world" but it is 
lield th a t “if hundreds of addition­ 
al signs were placed on th e field 
they would not give a com plete pic­ 
tu re of th e plans, tactics and gal­ 
lant 
deeds 
th a t 
were 
perform ed 
here," th e resolution says.

Catalonian

Wednesday night virtually to secede 
from the rest of Spain.

Colts Need Training 
When They Are Young 


The training of a colt should begin 
at an early age. Foals that are han­ 
dled and halter-broken when young 
take the presence of man as a m at­ 
ter of course and are easily ap­ 
proached in the pasture and stall, 
says County Agent M. T. Hartman. 
The first lesson may consist of 
fitting a leather or web halter on 
the foal. The next day tie the colt 
in the still with its mother for a 
half hour or so. Watch to see that it 
does not injure itself in any way. 
This lesson should be repeated until 
the colt stands quietly; then it is 
ready for leading. 
If no helper is 
available, start leading the colt with 
its mother. Make the lesson short. 


, No progress can be made with a colt 
! that is tired or sulky. Two lessons a 
| day may be given. 
When the colt is not in motion, 
I teach it to stand squarely on its legs 
with head up. Select a spot where 
i its front feet will be a little higher 
than its hind feet. Don't expect a 
i celt to learn everything in one or 
| two lessons. After it walks well at 
the halter, teach It to trot. Failure 
I to halter, brush and handle the feet 
I and legs of foals when young may 
cause trouble later. 
Outdoor exer­ 
cise? is essential to proper develop­ 
ment and health. Foals should have 
daily outdoor exercise in winter as 
well as summer or spring. 


At from five to six months of age, 
the foal should be weaned. 
Foals 
should not be allowed to run with 
older horses during the first winter 
because of poor chances at available 
feed and chances of injury. Liberal 
feeding at this time is essential as 
the foal makes its greatest develop­ 
ment the first year of its life. ‘‘A 
stunted or starved foal the first year 
means a stunted horse.” 
Liberal 
feeding and liberal exercise is es­ 
sential. 
Tile horse is naturally an outdoor 
animal. 
Its ills begin with close 
quarters, poor feeding, and lack of 
exercise. 
Successful horse raising 
means to make conditions as natural 
as possible. The feet of the foal re­ 
quire care as it is often necessary 
to trim the hoofs to keep feet even 
and level, and thus relieve strain of 
uneven growth. Following the first 
year the foal that has been fed and 
handled to best advantage can be 


carried on more roughage and pas­ 
ture and less grain. Grain will be 1 
required only during the winter 
months if good pasture and good, 
roughage are available.
